A Successful Camp Yet One Askicfj

By this Wednesday evening Camp 


Edwin H. Stuart, a camp of magnifi- 
cent distances will be largely a mem- 
ory. The National Guard began to 
strike their tents, pack up and take 
train on Monday. Sunday night was 
the last night for the boys of the First 
Brigade, composed of the First, Second, 
Third and Fourteenth Regiments lo- 
cated on the Forney farm. Monday 
morning they began work of taking 
down tents, packing up and by end'of 
the day the Brigade was on its home- 
ward way. Yesterday the Second Bri 
gade, on the Springs Hotel farm, com- 
posed of the Ninth, Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth Regiments followed suit. To- 
day thfe.Fourth Brigade take their de- 
parture and the camp is at an end. 


The camp has been a most success- 


ful one from a number of points of 
view, yet it asks most pertinent ques- 
tions of Gettysbuig. It was the first 
' Division camp" ever held here or else 
' where in which the Bi igades were so 
widely scattered. The First and Fourth 
Brigades being located from four to 
five miles apart. While this location 
had its >advantages in the play of the 
war games,xyet it entailed more work 
on the part of officers and men to cover 
more ground. Opinions on the sub- 
ject of the widely scattered camps 
were various. A few were enthusias- 
tic on " the camps as located. Many 
were delighted with the sites of their 
camps. Several organizations did hot 
like their positions by reason of the 
condition of the ground, after the hard 
rains at the opening of camp. The 
site of the camp of the Ninth Regi- 
ment had to be changed. With the con- 
ditions eliminated resulting from these 
rains, every one would have been 
largely,.satisfied with their surround- 
ings and camp, yet there was an at- 
mosphere over and around the whole 
situation asking why a compact camp 
such as has been held for many years 
here could, not be held. With -tile old 
location, staring JJbiejQuards in the face?

rain of deadly missiles for a radius of 
half a square. 


The engineers gave another interest- 


ing demonstration in an exhibition ot 
destroying a railroad. First laying 


of them unanswerable were advanced bfew them virtually to pieces by rack- 
against this position.

Each 
company had 105 men and three offi 
cers, with a supply wagon, 18 field wag 
ons, a full train of ammunition wag- 
ons,

Battles Fought. 


Several days last week and on Mon- 
day, battles were fought over the coun- 
try between camp and Marsh Creek. 
On several days the Guards were divid- 
ed Into t\vo armies the Red and the 
Blue and on Friday they were split 
into four armies. To make the condi- 
tions exacly as they should happen in 
real warfare, none of the commanding 
officers *f the four armies knew whai 
their proolem was until they startec 
out. Neither knew just what eleraeBts 
their adversaries had, whether they 
had. cavalry 
detachments, artillery 
signal corps or engineers. In othei 
words. tli« '"enemy" was a force of MH 
knows numbers, and It was the duti 
of each -army commander to find his 
enemy, develop his numbers, bring on 
an engagement and destroy Mm. This 
proved the most interesting maneuver 
since, «wunp opened. Blank cartridges 
were used, artillery detachments ac- 
companied each army, cavalry ^as 
used as scouts and to operate as a 
screen protecting the front, and real- 


bat rles scenes, to the aeeompani- 


mains that the United States is taking 
the position that any use of the 
grounds over which the battle was 
tought upon which to locate a camp of 
the National Guards would be an act 
of desecration. This idea Gettysburg 
wants to dissipate as speedily as it 
can be done. The idea probably was 
given impetus by the attitude of Gov- 
ernor Pennypacker, but as he Is a man 
who gets and entertains unusual no- 
tions, they should not be entertained 
as any criterion. 


When the idea of desecration is 


minutely examined it evaporates into 
the air and there is nothing in it. 
Years and years ago the same cry was 
put up against the trolley and it prac 
tically meant nothing but a scare sen- 
timent that did injury to the develop- 
ment of that Company. The changes 
made upon the battlefield to make it 
aceeslble to the public were placing 
new meanings on the field that did not 
exist at the time of the battle. After 
the National Guards have occupied I lie 
battlefield a dozen or more times with- 
in the last twentv-five yeaars, the sug- 
gestion that the field was being dese- 
crated all those years and no one never 
knew it strikes the average mortal as 
very funny. 


How could the living upon the land 
by the National Guards desecrate that 
ground? How could tne teaching of 
the.lessons of the great battle on the 
battle ground desecrate It? How could 
sowing the seeds of patriotism into the 
Guards by a study of the field desecrate 
it? "When analyzed the sentiment can 
can not be found, for as one officer put 
it. the fanner hauls out a -whole lot of 
manure and spreads It on this land 
soaked with the blood of heroes and 
add tons and of awful smelling phos- 
phate to raise produce to feed the hu- 
man body. While the Guards come 
here to teach the art of-warfare to its 
citizen soldiery and to Implant in the 
soul of the same soldiery the lessons merit of artilledy and rafle fire were 
of the great conflict of 1SG3, 
and the 


sentiment of patriotism, so that at any 
future time they will re&pond to the 
call of their country as did the boys 
of 
1863. In 
conclusion he 
asked 


whether there was any higher or-bet- 
ter use to which the battlefield lands 
could be put than, that presented, by 
the uses for the <*uard. 
To foster the Idea of desecration can 


only have one result, to crowd the 
[Guards off the battlefield onto isolated 
and separated spots and finally off the 
field altogether and In the end out of 
Gettysburg. It is time for the people of 
thfi place.,to awaken to. the drift of 
events and to stamp as false sentiment 
this idea -of teaching patriotism on 
the battlefield as being a desecration. 
Millions have been spent here as. me- 
morials and to teach those who come 
after and Gettysburg should be year 
by year more available for such pur- 
poses.

Governor Tener Renews. 


- The review of the National Guard 
by their Commander-in-chief, Governor 
John -K, Tener, was along an entirely 
new plan, in Gettysburg and was great- 
ly appreciated and enjoyed by our peo 
pie. The condition of the ground in 
the fields of Wm. H. Johns made it im- 
possible to hold the review either on 
Thursday afternoon or Friday after- 
noon. It took place "at "4 o'clock on 
Saturday afternoon and .canie a.* a sur- 
prise to the Guards after, spending the 
morning; on a war game, which in- 
cluded three hours of hiking over roads 
and fields. The Guards had returned 
to'their camps and settled down to a 
supposed quiet afternoon when the' or- 
der went forth for-the review. Quick 
work was necessary for the distant 
organizations. 
' 
* Governor Tener had gone to Harris- 
burg in the morning on business but 
returned by automobile in time. Clad 
In a Prince Albert black coat, wearing 
a silk hat, with Major General 0. Bow 
Dougherty on one side and adjutant 
general Thomas J. Stewart on the 
other, and with staff officers, an im- 
posing array was presented as the 
reviewing party stood in the Squaare, 


The square had been roped and the 


four corners were crowded with our 
people and every window, porch and 
available point was packed with peo- 
ple to witness the review. The Guards 
marchine to town had been posted on 
every street in such a way that the 
line moved, un York street, passed the 
reviewing party and down Chambers- 
burg and by different routes to the re- 
spective camps. The review in town 
was quite a novel feature never ha\ing 
been held in the town before. The 7100 
inarched their best in passing through 
he Square lined with people and the 
ten ingimental baands, the finest musi- 
cal organizations in the State gave our 
leople a i ich treat and that the crowd 
was not larger was due to the uncer- 
ainitv of. the event and time and place 
where it was to take place. 


The division ot troops was led by 


lerieral Dougherty until the review- 
ing point was reached, when he turned 
aside with his staff and took up a posi- 
tion to the left of the eommander-in- 
chief. 


The Fourth Brigade had the right 


of line following the engineers. Colonel 
3harles O'Neill was in command of the 
brigade substituting ,for General Cor- 
yell. The Third Biigade, commanded 
by General Clement, followed by the 
First Biigade, ot Philadelphia, under 
General Price was next in line. The 
signal coi p=>. the artilery and the caval- 
ry followed the infantiy. 


A feature ot the review was the pres- 
entation to General Lewis Good, of 
Philadelphia, of the Riley medal for 
long service in the Guard. As the 
band oi the leading regiment was 
heard in the distance, Governor Tener 
signaled to General Good to come for- 
ward and pinned the medal on his coat 
Geneial Good has sei\ed 40 year and 
8 month continuously.

"It took me two days to make that 


first wheelbarrow," he said remlnis- 
cently, and added half defiantly: "And 
why shouldn't it?
